SIX INDUSTRIES TO. 
GO TO MEDICINE HAT 


Announcement Made of Establish. 
ment in Southern City of Big 
American Industries—Attracted to 
the Hat by Cheap Power Offered 
as Result of Natural Gas Supply. 


Medicine Hat, Alta., Mar. 23.—R. R. 
Stoner, Canadian government agent 
at Minneapolis, states that arrange- 
ments have been made whereby six 
large American industries will within 
the next thirty days establish 
branches or remove their entire plants 
to Medicine Hat. The industries in- 
clude a 2,500 barrel flour mill and 
elevator, sash and door factory, gen- 
eral machine shop, foundry, saw mill 
machinery manufacturing company 
and a farm implement manufacturinz 
firm. The sites for the location of 
the industries has been located on the 
spur track running into the Red Cliff 
Brick company’s plant. and the der: 
tick is now being erected to drill a 
gas well to furnish power for the vari- 
ous plants. 

Mr. Stoner has spent the winter in 
securing data regarding cost of raw 
material, freight rates, ete., for the 
concerns, and reports that in addition 
to the industries which have complet- 
ed arrangements to establish at Medi 
cine Hat, a number of others have 
asked to be furnished with similar 
information with a view of also taking 
advantage of Medicine Hat’s cheap 
power. These include a glass works, 
tannery, cream separator company, 
iron bed and mattress company, up- 
holstering furniture factory, boot and 
shoe factory and glove factory.

Coro 
ner Bleasdel was notified by telephone 
and went down on the noon train but 
after hearing the statement of the 
dead man’s associates, concluded not 
to hold an inquest, and gave foreman 
Dryden orders to bury the body near 
the tree upon which it was found 
hanging.

But yesterday sa wa remarkable 
change in parts of the West and whil> 
as yet the tail and of the colder period 
has only been felt here, ot:er portions 
of the West have not been as fortu- 
nate. There were traces of snow here 
this morning but no fall has come a3 
yet. 

Big Change in Winnipeg. 

In Winnipeg, however. the offects 
of the change have been more pro- 
nounced, A telegram from that city 
this morning is as follows: 

“Back to winter again, said Win- 
nipegers this morning, who awakene1 
to a snowstorm and several degrees ¢{ 
frost after sweltering yesterday in mi4- 
summer heat. The drop in the tem- 
perasvee was fifty degrees in fifteen 
10urs.”” 

This will about settle the minds of 
those many western farmers who wit) 
a first class seed bed lying ready to 
their hand, have been reluctant t» 
Start seeding thus early. ' 

April 10 is considered early enoug’s 
by the old timers who say no good 
ever came out of March seeding. Nev- 
ertheless the frost is all out of the 
ground, the old snow is gone and the 
season is a month or more ahead of 
time.

Heavy rains fell in the Calgary dis 
trict yesterday and there was consid- 
erable sleet in Saskatchéwan and 
Manitoba.

British Government Cannot Approve 
Manchurian Railway Proposals. 


London, March 23.—ir Edward 
Grey explained in the House of Com- 
mons today that the British govern- 
ment was unable actively to support 
the American government jn the 
Chinchow-Aign railroad plan, because 
of the provisions of the Anglo-Russian 
agreement of 1899, which had never 
been formally abrogated. 

The Foreign Secretary added: ‘To 
interpret this attitude as running 
counter to British and American 
commercial interests is an entire mis- 
representation. The U.S. govern.

of this government's view and of the 
view of the Anglo-Russian agreement 
upon which they are based.”

Eminent Criminalogist Attributes 
Growth of Crime to Steam—Other 
Evils Including. Degeneracy of 
Male Physique and Seavert of 
Women in White Slavery Trace- 
Traceable to Steam Power.

Milan, Mar. 23.—Prof, Murico Ferri 
Leomlr sos, a most illustrious discipie 
in criminal anthropology, in a lecture 
here attributed the alarming growth 
of child:crime in Italy to steam. 

Discussing modern industrialism ‘p 
relation to youthful crime, he expres- 
sed his conviction that the breaking 
up of family life, the degeneracy of 
the male physique, the engulfment of 
women and children in white slavery 
and other evils were traceable to the 
use of steam power. 

This appaling state of things, he 
said. was destined to disappear with 
the coming reign of electricity which 
would be universal when, as science 
foresaw, man had discovered how to 
convert the heat of the sun by direct 
means into electrical energy, 

He said that already in parts of the 
United States and Belgium sewing 
maching work in factories had been 
abolished, and women were able ta 
work shorter hours in their own 
homes, with machines drive nby elec 
tricity. 

Within a few years progressive gov 
ernments would be able to shorten 
the working time of those employed in 
industrial occupations, and, what was 
still more imperative from the crimi 
nal logical standpoint, to abolish 
night work. ,

Paris Sevate Passes Bill Which Mark:

Bawif, March 23.—A. P. Coe, the 
mining engineer, and his gang of 
workmen, who has been prospecting 
here for the last two weeks, -+has been 
well rewarded by finding one of the 
est seams of coal in Alberta. The 
eeam is over 12 feet and the coal is 
semi-bituminous, and is equal to 
Lethbridge coal. 

Arrangements are now being made 


Paris, Mar. 23.—The Senate tonight 
‘by a vote of 280 to 3 passed the work 
men’s pension bill. This marks the 
end of a legislative struggle extending 
over four years, and ef a politicai 
agitation in France reaching back te 
1882. 

The bill as it finally passed the Sea- 
ate embodies the final recommenda 
tions of the government and is modi- 
fied in many respects from the bill as 


for the organization of a company 
capitalized at $500,000, to commence 
mining operations at once. 

With the coal mining and the pros-

Underlaid With Coal. 

The town and district is also under- 
laid with immense deposits of coal, 
and a ten foot seam was struck in 
sinking a well, a quarter of a mile 
from the centre of the town. The 
coal used entirely in the town is pro- 
cured {rom a mine. 15 miles south on 
the Battle river, which sells for $2 
per ton at the pit monih, and retails 
in town for from $4 to $5 per ton, ac- 
cording to the season. Hauling coal 
is a considerable source of revenue to 
the farmiers in the vicinity of the 
mines, especially in ‘the 
in the winter months. ‘ 

Natural Gas Also, 

In addition to the rich agricultural 
country surrounding it, Bawlf has 
very rich resources in the natural gas 
that underlies the town. At the 
livery barn of Olson Brothers there is 
a well 210 feet deep, from which pro- 
jects a pipe three inches in diameter, 


and from which they get water for | 


their horses... .A, match lit and held 
to the thfee-inch pipe made it immedi- 
ately blaze up’ over three feet high, 
and continued burning ‘until turned 
off. “Had it been reduced to a half- 
inch pipe it would have flamed ten 
fect high. There is enough gas es- 
caping from that one well 210 feet 
deep to light half the town. It does 
not appear to affect the water, either, 
for domestic or other purposes. 


That this is not merely a small 


pocket is evident because the flow of | 


gas has been continuous for nearly 
three yeafs, and there is scarcely a 
well in town from which gas in quan- 
tities does not escape. 

Strike Gas in Wells. 

"In boring a well at the Bawlf gen- 
eral hospital, a strong flow of gas was 
struck at a depth of 200 feet. O. B. 
Olson was boring a well two feet in 
diameter, and at a depth of 50 feet 
he dropped a lighted match down in 
it to find out whether there was any 
gas. Immediately a flame shot up 
to the top of the derrick with such 
force as to throw him back five or six 
feet from the well. His hair was 
scorched and he was so badly burned 
on the fact and hand that he had 
to be taken tothe hospital for treat- 
ment. 

The presence of natural gas at 
Bawlf-is amply proven, and in addi- 
tion to that there are also strong in- 
dications of the existence of coal oil. 

At’ -the -residence of K. O. Eggen, 
secretary-treasuter of the Bawlf muni- 
cipality, there is a well 200 feet deep, 
the water of which shows unmistak- 
able signa of coal oil. At the invita- 
tion of the board of trade, Mr. Eugene 
Caste, a C.P.R. engineer from Toron- 
to, came to Bawli to investigate into 
the matter. After doing s0 he in- 
formed the board of trade that while 
the undoubted presence of natural gas 
was not of much interest to the C.P.R., 
the discovery of petroleum, of which 
there were strong indications, would 
be altogether a different matter. * Be- 
fore leaving he requested that sam- 
ples of the clay from every shite feet 
out of the well that was being bored 
for fire protection purposes, be sent to 
him for examination,

25,090 frances. The ‘beneficiaries * re 
to draw their pensions at the age ot 
sixty-five or after thirty years of ser- 
vice with certain diminutions. The 
full pension at the lowest unit of con- 
tribution, will be 414 franes a year ¢x- 
ect for farm laborers, whose contti- 
butions and pension are slightly n- 
lerjor, 


Benefit of the Law. 

The benefit of the law, which has 
becn modified to include in its scheme 
th» previous old age relief liw, will 
be enjoyed by about seventeen em- 
jucyees, miners and seamen, who 
already enjoy pensions. As all state 
employees, are retired on pensions at 
a specified age,.this law therefore 
practically extends the old age pen 
sion system to all the laborers of 
France.

SEED TIME. 

Spring has opened early and with 
it comes the usual debate us to whe- 
ther seeding should be done now or 
a month later. It may b> safely left 
to the man on the ground to settle this 
question for himself. He has in most 
casts tried ‘both plans, and knows be- 
yond anybody's telling , which way 
turned out best on the particular quar- 
ter-section he is farming 

The value of an early spring is not 
so much that it allows the farmer to 
do his seeding earlier, as that it gives 
him a longer time in which to do his 
spring work. Given normaly favor- 
able weather during the summer and 
autumn it does not usually make very 
much difference in the results whether 
sown in April 
Jat» in May. But it makes a very de- 
cided difference to the farmer whether 
he ean do some of his spring work 
in the early part of April or even in 
the latter part of Mareh, or whether 
he is forced to do it all in late April 
and May. 

Most of the eultivating in this coun- 
try is done in spring. Whether it will 
ever be much different is a question, 
for some of our oldest farmers doubt 
the wisdom of fall ploughing here 
However this be, the period from har- 
vest to winter is a short and busy one 
and between threshing and marketing 
some of his crop the farmer finds little 


a field is early or 


| practice 


show the advantage of the early 
spring. From the present appearance 
of things the farmer will have as fav- 
orable opportunity for putting in the 
crops as could be desired. Work has 
now begun in all parts of the Province 
under conditions which locally, at 
least, could not be bettered. The 
heavy snowfall early in the month 
left an ample ,supply of moisture, 
while the succeeding warm, sunny 
weather, has made the land dry en 
ough to work to advantage. The pros- 
pect is that the farmer though handi- 
capped by want of help, will be able 
to prepare his land with more than 
usual care and to put his whole cul- 
tivated acreage under crop, 


GOING AFTER THE LEVEL 
CROSSING. 


The Railway Commission has 
veloped a distinctive and altogether 
creditable and wholesome disposition 
to “mix things up’ with the railway 
companies when the safety or the in 
terests of the public seen to demand 
it. An order was recently issued by 
the Board which reads: “No train 
shall pass over any highway crossing 
at rail level at a greater speed than 


de-

BRITISH COOLNESS 
SURPRISES FRENCH 


In Throes of Revolution British Poli- 
ticians Preserve Proverbial Calm- 
ness, to Surprise of French Poli- 
tician, Whe Ex ed to Se: Blood 
shot Eyes and Tousied Ha'r. 

London, Mar, 23.—-(Special cable to 
the Montreal Star.)—A distinguished 
French politician visiting the House 
of Commons yesterday said: “You 
English are the strangest of peoples. 
All the world realizes you are ae 
ing through a great revolution. eX: 
pected to see a lot of men with blood- 
shot eyes and tousled hair in this 
House and instead you are all caly 
and collected and apparently happy. 
Such people go far.” 

With this comforting testimony par- 
liament will disperse today for the 
Easter holidays. Serious and perhaps 
desperate business oegins Fuesday 
when on the reassembly of the House 
Premier Asquith moves the anti-Lords’ 
resolution. Balfour will then be back 
and he will certainly fight with all his 
unique parliamentary skill. The ques- 
tion still unanswered is, will he fight 
with a determination to use any and 
every means to turn out the govern- 
ment and himself take office at. what- 
ever personal discomfort and in the 
face of a hostile majority in the com- 


mons 
Taft Enters Fight. 

It is obvious, and as Englishmen 
admit quite natural, that the desire 
of Taft to forstall perhaps the work 
of the British preference policy by of 
fering Canada reciprocity must be one 
essential factor in Balfour's mind 
He realizes the urgency of the British 
adoption of preference as affecting 
the situation both in Canada and the 
West Indies. 

Redmond, eager to hold his own in 
Ireland against O'Brien. explains he 
is still irreconcilable, but there s 
little doubt that he will compromise 
with Lloyd George and let the budget 
pass the Commons. 

The Unionists position in the ap- 
proaching election is probably streng- 
thened by the Lords overwhelming ac- 
ceptance yesterday of the principle 
that hereditary right alone shall not 
give the peers legislative rights. 

It is just like England that this re- 
markable constitutional change 
emounting almost to a revolution 
would be effected so quietly and oy 
the vote of the peers themselves by 
175 against 17.—Winderinere. 

Text of Resolutions.

Castleton, Ind., the Scene of F tal 
Shooting—Perry Roberts 
Four Men—Later Committed Sui- 
cide in Field Near His House— 


Had Been on a Spree. 


Castleton, Ind., Mar, 23.—Perry 
Roberts, who had been drinking neav:- 
ly for two days, tonight shot four 
zens of @astleton and the would-be 
murderer was later surrounded in his 
home iby citizens. Roberts afterwards 
escaped from the house and killed 
himself in a field nearby. 

While a number of men were chat- 
ting in Samuel Beaver’s store, Roberts 
appeared in front with a double bar- 
reveal shot gun and fired into the 
crowd severely wounding Jas Wheat 
ley, Chas. McChesney, Robert E. 
Magele and John Martin. Both the 
barrels of the gun were fired and the 
four men were filled with buckshot. 

Wheatley and Martin are believed 
to be fatally wounded. 

Shortly after midnight, Roberta 
came out of his house with the shot 
gun in one hand and a revolver io 
the other and started across a field. 
The posse guarding it was taken vy 
surprise and offered no resistance 
When Roberts reached the middle of 
the field he placed the pistol to his 
head and fired. When the pursuers 
reached him life was extinct, 


A ROAR FROM SAGINAW 


Maximum Tariff Will Play Hob With 
Business in Michigan. 


Detroit, Mar. 23.—The Saginaw Va!- 
ley is alarmed over the impending 
commercial war between Canada and 
the United States. Large interests « f 
that part of Michigan, - particularly 
those dealing in lumber, take the posi- 
tion that if the maximum tariffs of 
the two countries are applied against 
each other, great industrial damage 
will result. Michigan is largely de- 
pendent upon Cunada for its lumber 
supply, especially white pine, and 
lambermen in the Saginaw district 
say that if a tariff conflict results it 
will cause the closing down of many 
manufacturing plants, throw hund- 
reds of men out of employment, and 
have disastrous effects upon this class 
of business. 

The largest manufacturing interests 
and the board of trade at Saginaw 
have sent a strong telegram to Con- 
gressman Fordney of that district pro- 
testing against the enforcement of the 
maximum tariff. A concerted move 
ment is to ‘be made in north-western 
Michigan. Michigan's delegation ja 
Congress will be asked to exert pres- 
sure upon the administration to reaca 
some sort of understanding with Can- 
ada which will secure a continuance 
of the minimum tariff rates of both 
countries,

SUPREME COURT JUDGMENTS 

Alter an adjournment of two days. 
the sureme court en bane this morn- 
ing Celivered judgment in a number 
ol cases which were heard at the tec- 
cent sittings on appeals. The full 
court will sit again in Calgary iu 
June and not again in Edmonton unti) 
alter the Jegal vacation. The judg- 
ments handed down this morning were 
as followa: . 

Morin and Derners vs. Anglo-Ameri- 
can Fire Insurance company. This 
was an appeal from the decision of 
Mr. Justice Stuart in favor of the 
plaintiffs who brought action against 
the company for the recovery of fire 
insurance on a house in Norwood in- 
sured as a “Sporting House.”” The 
company’s defence was that the policy 
was void \because the building insur- 
ed was at the date of the polic ybeing 
| issued, used as a house of ill-fame. 
| Mr. Justice Beck wove hag ment, 
| affirming the judgment of Mr. Justice 
| Stuart.and dismissing the appeal wit's 
costs. His judgment was concurred in 
by Chief Justice Sifton and Mr. Jus- 
tices Scott and Harvey. In summing 
up the reasons for dismissing the ap- 
peal, Mr. Justice Beck says: ‘‘I can 
not see that the question of insur- 
ance or no insurance upon the build- 
ing could have any bearing upon the 
business, that of a bawdy house, car- 
ried on in the building insured. . To 
my mind the insurance was wholly 
collateral and independent cf the im- 
moral business.” 

The judgment of His Honor Judge 
Noel, in the case of John Hough vs. 
Thomas Kennedy and Adam _ Dorin, 
an actiop in which the plaintiff sued 
tew defendants as joint makers of a 
promissory note for $331, was set 
aside, and the case was sent back to 
be tried de novo. The note in ques- 
tion was signeod by the defendant 
Dorin to accommodate Kennedy, and 
the plaintiff failed to take proceed- 
ings for 14 months after the note be- 
came due.
